Election/Restrictions

I. Claims 1 , 3, 5-10, drawn to a method for detecting a fault, classified in 
class 374, subclass 45. 

II. Claim 2, drawn to drawn to a method for detecting a fault, classified in 
class 374, subclass 45. 

III. Claim 4, drawn to a method for detecting a fault, classified in class 374, 
subclass 5. 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

Inventions II and I are unrelated. Inventions are unrelated if it can be shown that 
they are not disclosed as capable of use together and they have different designs, 
modes of operation, and effects (MPEP § 802.01 and § 806.06). In the instant case, the 
different inventions in that the Invention I includes a step of determining of a clutch 
control, not required by Invention II, while invention II is concerned with a jumper fault. 

Inventions III and I are unrelated. Inventions are unrelated if it can be shown that 
they are not disclosed as capable of use together and they have different designs, 
modes of operation, and effects (MPEP § 802.01 and § 806.06). In the instant case, the 
different inventions in that the Invention I includes a step of determining of a clutch 
control, not required by Invention II, while invention III is concerned with confirming the 
temperature signal of engine coolant, not required by Invention I. 
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Inventions II and III are unrelated. Inventions are unrelated if it can be shown 
that they are not disclosed as capable of use together and they have different designs, 
modes of operation, and effects (MPEP § 802.01 and § 806.06). In the instant case, the 
different inventions in that the Invention III includes a step of confirming the temperature 
signal of engine coolant, not required by Invention II.
